Asylum 

REPORT 

That  the  state  and  condition  of  the  Asylum  are 
satisfactory ;  that  it  has  sufficiently  accommodated  the 
patients  who  have  been  detained  in  it ;  and  that  the 
management  of  the  Asylum,  together  with  the  conduct 
of  its  officers  and  servants,  and  the  care  of  the  patients 
therein,  have  been  highly  efficient. 

The  Asylum  having  proved  inadequate  to  the  proper 
accommodation  of  the  patients  for  whom  it  was 
destined,  it  became  necessary  to  acquire  room  for  some 
of  them  elsewhere  :  and  20  patients  (10  of  each  sex) 
from  Moulsford  are  now  in  the  Sussex  Asylum  at 
Hayward’s  Heath,  under  a  contract  with  its  Visitors. 
The  payment  is  to  be  14s»  a  week  for  each  of  them. 
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The  Committee  have  been  constantly  during  the  year 
occupied  in  arranging  for  the  enlargement  and  improve¬ 
ment  of  the  Asylum  previously  determined  upon.  In 
August  the  Authorities  of  the  Bodies  interested  were 
made  aware  of,  and  subsequently  approved,  the  general 
scheme  and  plans  as  finally  settled  by  the  Committee. 
These  have  been  submitted,  through  the  Commissioners 
in  Lunacy,  to  the  Home  Secretary,  whose  approval  of 
them  was  received  in  October. 


The  purchase  of  the  nine  Cottages,  which  was  part 
of  the  scheme,  has  been  completed. 

Mr.  Howell,  the  Visitors’  Architect,  has  made  great 
progress  with  the  working  drawings  of  the  new  build¬ 
ings  ;  and  the  Committee  will  not  fail  to  press  the 
matter  on  with  proper  urgency.  It  should  be  recorded 
that  the  number  of  beds  authorised  to  be  provided  in 
addition  are: —

The  cost  of  the  additions  and  improvements  was 
65/.  7s.  6d.  The  cost  of  the  repairs  and  renewals 
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during  the  same  year  was  8501.  10s.  Od.  Of  these 
repairs  and  renewals  the  chief  were : — 

Painting  the  whole  of  the  outside  wood  and  iron¬ 
work  of  the  north  Block,  Chapel,  Cottages,  Farm-build¬ 
ings,  and  Gas-works,  and  all  the  one-storey  buildings. 

Painting  the  inside  of  the  Laundry,  Dining  Hall, 
Female  Attendants^  Rooms,  Bath-rooms^  Lavatories, 
Infirmary  Day-room,  Scullery,  Staircases,  Corridors, 
Passages,  and  Dormitories,  in  both  the  Male  and  Female 
sides. 

Whitening  and  Lime-washing  nearly  the  whole  of  the 
interior  of  the  house. 

Setting  two  new  Gas  retorts,  and  renewing  the  Brick¬ 
work  of  furnaces  to  three  others. 

Inserting  Air-bricks  under  the  wood  floors  at  the 
Laundry. 

Repairs  to  the  hard- water  pump,  and  laying  on  soft 
water  to  the  cistern  in  the  Boiler-house  for  use  in  the 
Steam  Boilers  in  the  basement. 

Repairs  to  the  heating  apparatus  at  the  Chapel. 
Putting  a  new  bottom  to  one  Oven  in  the  Bakery. 

Fixing  Cupboards  in  the  living-room  and  Pantry  at 
the  Gardener’s  cottage  ;  also  in  the  living-rooms  at  the 
Farm  Bailiff’s  and  Gasman’s  Cottages. 

The  sum  of  2791.  17s.  Od.,  has  been  earned  as 
Lodging  Money,  and  the  Sum  of  25/.  16s.  8d.,  has  to 
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be  paid  on  the  same  account  for  those  Patients  who  are 
in  the  Sussex  Asylum,  The  difference  will  he  placed 
to  the  credit  of  the  “  Repairs  and  Improvements  ” 
account. 

Two  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  have  recently 
visited  the  Asylum.

REPORT 


OF  THE 

EESIDENT  PHYSICIAN  AND  MEDICAL  SHPEEINTENDENT. 


To  the  Committee  of  Visitors  of  the  Berks^  Readings 
and  Newbury  Lunatic  Asylum, 
Gentlemen, 

In  conformity  to  the  General  Regulations,  the 
Medical  Superintendent  presents  his  Seventh  Annual 
Report,  which  will  comprise  some  account  of  the  various 
changes  amongst  the  asylum  population  resulting  from 
discharge  or  death,  and  the  chief  characteristics  of  the 
patients  admitted,  with  other  matters  connected  with 
the  condition  and  progress  of  the  asylum  during  the 
year  1877. 

On  the  31st  of  December,  1876,  the  asylum  contained 
304  patients,  of  whom  145  were  males  and  159  females. 
In  the  course  of  the  ensuing  year  89  patients  were  ad¬ 
mitted,  of  whom  43  were  males  and  46  females  ;  32  were 
discharged  recovered,  7  relieved,  29  not  improved,  and  27 
died,  so  that  on  the  31st  of  December,  1877,  there  re¬ 
mained  in  the  asylum  298  patients,  of  whom  139  were 
males  and  159  females.  From  those  figures  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  total  number  submitted  to  treatment  during 
the  year  was  393,  being  an  increase  of  14  over  that  of 
the  previous  year,  and  that  the  number  remaining 
at  the  close  of  the  year,  viz.,  298,  is  less  by  6  than 
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tlie  number  of  patients  on  the  register  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  year.  But  although  there  has  been  a  reduc¬ 
tion  of  six  in  the  number  resident  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
there  has  been  an  increase  of  14  in  the  number  charge¬ 
able,  on  account  of  the  removal  of  20  patients  to  the 
Sussex  Asylum,  who  will  require  to  be  maintained 
there  or  elsewhere  until  the  contemplated  extension  of 
the  asylum  is  completed  and  fit  for  their  reception. 

The  admissions  of  the  year  which,  inclusive  of  7  re¬ 
admissions,  amount  to  89  in  number,  are  fewer  by  10 
than  the  number  admitted  during  1876,  and  both  sexes 
are  nearly  equally  represented.  Three  of  those  admitted 
were  transferred  from  other  asylums  through  becoming 
chargeable  to  Unions  in  the  county  of  Berks,  and  26,  or 
29  per  cent,  of  the  admissions,  had  been  inmates  of  a 
Workhouse  prior  to  admission.  Of  the  latter,  9  had  been 
detained  in  the  Workhouse  not  exceeding  one  week,  4  for 
two  weeks,  3  for  one  month,  1  for  two  months,  1  for  seven 
months,  1  for  nine  months,  2  for  two  years,  1  for  eight 
years,  2  for  fourteen  years,  and  2  during  an  indefinite 
number  of  years.  This  proportion  of  workhouse  cases 
admitted,  although  large,  is  10  per  cent,  under  that  of 
the  previous  year,  and,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  will  continue  to 
diminish  in  the  future,  as  on  account  of  the  generally 
incurable  nature  of  such  cases,  no  marked  diminution 
of  the  annual  increase  in  the  number  resident  at  the 
end  of  each  year  is  anticipated  as  long  as  the  asylum 
continues  to  receive  so  many  patients  of  this  class.  For 
example,  four-fifths  of  those  alluded  to  as  admitted  from 
workhouses  during  the  past  year  are  hopelessly  incurable, 
and,  it  is  probable,  will  continue  inmates  of  the  asylum 
during  the  remainder  of  their  existence. 

In  addition  to  three  criminal  lunatics  admitted  by  order 
of  a  warrant  from  the  Secretary  of  State,  eight  patients 
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were  brought  to  the  as3^1um  whose  insane  conduct  had 
led  to  their  being  taken  into  custody  by  the  police,  and 
of  these,  S  were  brought  from  Windsor,  where  they  had 
gone  to  the  Castle  to  have  an  interview  with  the  Queen 
relative  to  a  proposal  of  marriage  to  the  Princess  Beatrice. 
One  of  the  criminals,  a  female  brought  from  Beading 
Gaol,  was  without  exception  the  most  violent  patient  of 
her  sex  ever  admitted  into  this  asylum,  and  severely 
taxed  both  the  temper  and  muscular  power  of  the  female 
attendants  of  the  ward  in  which  she  was  placed.  While 
in  prison  her  violence  had  been  so  extreme  as  to  necessi¬ 
tate  the  calling-in  of  male  warders  to  assist  the  female 
prison  staff.  On  admission  here  she  was  covered  with 
bruises,  and  had  numerous  incised  wounds,  produced  by 
glass  breaking  upon  her  hands  and  wrists.  To  her  violent 
proclivities  were  superadd  ed  destructive  and  filthy  habits 
— refusal  of  food  and  an  irrepressible  impulse  to  remain 
in  a  state  of  nudity.  Under  appropriate  treatment, 
including  the  administration  of  food  and  medicine  by 
means  of  the  stomach-pump,  her  aggravated  symptoms 
soon  began  to  ameliorate,  and  she  became  one  of  the 
quietest  and  best  conducted  patients  in  the  establishment, 
so  that  she  is  now  considered  convalescent,  and  will 
shortly  be  discharged  as  recovered. 

The  most  noteworthy  feature  to  be  mentioned  concern¬ 
ing  the  admissions  was  their  very  unfavourable  nature  as 
regards  prospect  of  recovery.  Thus,  out  of  the  89 
patients  admitted,  only  24  were  considered  curable,  with 
a  good  chance  of  recovery,  and  of  those,  only  15  have  as 
yet  been  discharged  cured.  In  addition,  there  were  15 
in  whom  the  possibility  of  recovery  was  recognised ;  but 
this  result  in  regard  to  the  majority  was  considered  to 
be  extremely  doubtful.  In  this  respect  the  admissions  of 
last  year  contrast  very  unfavourably  with  those  of  1876 
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— which  is  well  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  the  same 
number  of  recoveries  was  derived  from  the  admissions  of 
1876  as  from  those  of  the  past  year.  In  fact,  had  it  not 
been  for  this  circumstance,  the  percentage  of  recoveries, 
instead  of  being  higher,  would  have  been  considerably 
below  the  average.  Another  salient  feature  to  be  men¬ 
tioned  regarding  the  admissions  was  the  unusually  large 
proportion  of  cases  by  whom  suicidal  impulse  had  been 
manifested  prior  to  admission.  Thus  45,  or  one-half  of 
those  admitted,  were  noted  as  having  contemplated  or 
threatened  to  commit  suicide,  and  in  several  instances 
the  attempt  had  been  made,  the  method  most  frequently 
adopted  being  by  means  of  hanging.  The  reception  of 
so  many  patients  subject  to  this  fatal  propensity  entailed 
an  increased  amount  of  vigilance  and  anxiety  upon  the 
asylum  staff,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  think  that  no  fatal 
casualty  emanated  from  this  source.  In  one  instance, 
however,  an  attempt  at  suicide  by  strangulation  made  by 
a  female  patient,  stated  in  the  admission  paper  to  be  not 
suicidal,  was  fortunately  frustrated  by  an  attendant  just 
in  time  to  save  the  patient’s  life.  The  association  of 
suicidal  impulse  with  persistent  refusal  of  food  or  nourish¬ 
ment  being  of  common  occurrence;  it  is  remarkable  that 
the  proportion  of  such  cases  should  be  under  that  of  last 
year,  only  15  having  evinced  this  perversion  of  instinct, 
and  of  those  but  a  few  required  to  be  artificially  fed  for 
periods  of  short  duration.  About  the  usual  average  of 
the  cases  admitted  were  found  to  be  destructive  or  filthy 
in  their  habits,  both  propensities  frequently  co-existing. 

In  regard  to  the  age,  physical  condition,  and  state  of 
health  of  the  patients  on  admission,  only  17  were  in  the 
enjoyment  of  sound  health  and  in  good  bodily  condition 
when  brought  to  the  asylum,  which  shows  how  fre¬ 
quently  insanity  is  associated^  either  as  pause  or  effect, 
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with  some  form  of  bodily  disease  or  derangement  of  the 
general  health.  Of  the  remainder,  44  were  noted  as 
being  in  indifferent  health,  23  in  feeble  health,  nearly  all 
of  whom  were  in  reduced  bodily  condition,  and  5  were 
in  very  feeble  health  and  greatly  reduced  in  bodily  con¬ 
dition.  Two  of  the  latter  did  not  survive  long,  as  one  of 
them,  a  feeble  old  man,  aged  84,  died  in  the  course  of 
two  months,  and  the  other,  a  female,  aged  68,  died  two 
days  after  admission.  She  was  a  good  illustration  of  a 
class  of  cases  which  are  unfortunately  too  comnaon.  Prior 
to  admission  she  had,  through  not  taking  sufficient 
nourishment,  lapsed  into  a  state  of  great  debility,  with 
extreme  emaciation;  her  bodily  weight,  inclusive  of 
clothing,  being  only  70  lb.,  and  although  artificial  alimen¬ 
tation  was  immediately  resorted  to,  her  vital  powers  had 
reached  too  low  an  ebb  to  be  resuscitated  by  the  liberal 
administration  of  food  and  stimulants.  With  reference 
to  the  age  of  the  patients  at  the  date  of  admission,  the 
greatest  numbers  were  derived  in  equal  proportions  from 
the  two  decades  comprised  between  SO  and  60,  and 
nearly  the  same  numbers  from  the  two  decades  20  to  30, 
and  50  to  60;  but  the  most  noticeable  fact  is  the  large 
number  of  senile  cases  admitted,  which  much  exceeds 
that  of  the  previous  year.  Thus  10  were  admitted  whose 
age  exceeded  60,  the  majority  of  whom  were  bordering 
on  70  years  of  age ;  3  were  between  70  and  80,  and  4 
between  80  and  90.  As  regards  the  form  of  physical 
disease  present  on  admission,  in  addition  to  some  ordinary 
bodily  maladies,  including  a  good  many  cases  of  slight 
abnormal  cardiac  action,  one-fourth  of  the  whole  admis¬ 
sions  were  the  subject  of  Epilepsy  or  Paralysis.  This 
proportion  of  patients  affected  with  those  unfavourable 
forms  of  cerebro-spinal  disease  corresponds  in  amount  to 
that  of  the  previous  year,  but  differs  as  regards  the  rela- 
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tive  frequency  of  the  diseases  mentioned,  there  being  on 
this  occasion  a  preponderance  of  epileptics,  and  only  two 
cases  of  General  Paralysis.  Twelve  patients  were  ad¬ 
mitted  subject  to  Epilepsy,  and  there  were  eight  affected 
with  various  phases  of  ordinary  paralysis. 

With  reference  to  the  form,  duration,  and  cause  of 
insanity  noted  regarding  the  admissions,  it  may  be  re¬ 
marked  that  there  has  been  no  great  divergence  from  the 
corresponding  statistics  of  previous  years.  The  most 
frequent  form  of  insanity  manifested  on  admission  was 
mania;  but  it  was  closely  followed  in  order  of  fre¬ 
quency  by  dementia.  Thus,  81  were  affected  with 
Mania,  18  with  Melancholia,  7  with  Monomania,  27 
with  Dementia,  and  6  with  Amentia;  the  latter  com¬ 
prising  an  equal  number  affected  with  Idiocy  and  Con¬ 
genital  Imbecility.  The  proportion  of  cases  affected 
with  incurable  dementia  continues  to  be  large  ;  but  there 
has  been  a  reduction  of  one-half  in  the  number  of 
idiots  or  imbeciles  admitted.  An  examination  of  the 
table  showing  the  duration  of  the  disorder  on  ad¬ 
mission  discloses  the  anomalous  fact  that  although 
the  admissions  were  of  a  very  unfavourable  nature 
as  regards  curability,  and  only  15  of  their  number 
have  already  been  discharged  recovered,  45,  or  fully  one- 
half  of  them,  were  cases  of  first  attack  whose  insanity 
had  existed  for  various  periods  within  a  limit  of  three 
months.  In  the  case  of  18,  whose  attacks  were  also 
primary,  insanity  had  existed  above  three  and  within 
twelve  months  on  admission,  and,  as  regards  15,  mental 
disease  was  of  more  than  twelve  months’  duration  on 
admission.  One  or  more  previous  attacks  were  likewise 
recorded  regarding  11  of  the  patients  admitted.  The 
causes  which  are  supposed  to  have  induced  insanity  in 
the  admissions  present  the  same  variety  and  points  of 
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resemblance  as  those  of  former  years,  and  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  six,  are  all  of  a  physical  nature.  Enumerated 
in  order  of  frequency,  the  most  prolific  causes  have  been 
hereditary  predisposition,  intemperance  in  the  use  of 
alcoholic  beverages,  epilepsy,  congenital  defect,  and  pre¬ 
disposition  from  previous  attacks.  In  one  case,  also, 
mental  alienation  supervened  upon  a  severe  attack  of 
small- pox;  and  in  another,  was  induced  by  the  worry, 
anxiety,  and  want  of  sleep  entailed  upon  a  female  atten¬ 
dant  charged  with  the  supervision  of  an  insane  lady  in  a 
private  house.  As  regards  the  prevalence  of  hereditary 
predisposition  to  insanity,  33  were  known  to  inherit  a 
predisposition  to  mental  disease,  30  were  reported  to 
have  no  hereditary  taint  of  this  kind ;  but  on  this  sub¬ 
ject  the  statements  received  from  friends  are  far  from 
reliable ;  and  in  regard  to  36,  no  information  on  this 
point  could  be  ascertained.  The  preceding  comments 
upon  the  admissions  of  the  year  1877  may  be  brought  to 
a  close  by  stating  that  at  the  termination  of  the  year, 
out  of  the  89  admitted,  15  had  been  discharged  recovered, 
4  relieved,  1  (a  transfer  to  another  asylum)  not  improved, 
and  10  had  died ;  leaving  a  remainder  of  59  still  under 
treatment  in  the  asylum. 

With  respect  to  the  recoveries  of  the  year,  amounting 
to  32  in  aU,  and  about  equally  divided  as  regards  sex, 
they  faU  short  of  the  number  discharged  recovered  during 
1876  by  one  only,  but  when  calculated  upon  the  admis¬ 
sions  give  a  percentage  of  35*9,  which  is  fully  two  and 
a-half  per  cent,  in  excess  of  the  corresponding  rates  for 
the  previous  year.  When  the  unfavourable  nature  of 
the  admissions  is  borne  in  mind  this  may  be  fairly  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  a  satisfactory  result,  and  is  less  than  one 
per  cent,  below  the  corresponding  average  published  by 
the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  as  obtained  from  the 
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English  County  and  Borough  Asylums  for  the  3^ear  1876. 
The  most  noteworthy  features  of  the  recoveries  as  a 
whole  were,  first  the  fact  of  the  same  number,  viz.,  15 
having  been  admitted  during  1876  as  in  1877,  and 
secondly,  that  amongst  them  were  mari}^ cases  that  had  long 
assumed  a  doubtful  or  hopeless  aspect  as  regards  prospect 
of  recovery.  Allusion  may  be  briefly  made  to  two  of 
those  as  showing  how  even  the  most  unfavourable  cases 
will  occasionally  recover.  The  first,  a  female  admitted 
in  1874,  had  lapsed  into  a  state  of  profound  dementia, 
with  filthy  habits  and  indications  of  paralysis.  Her 
mental  faculties  were  so  obliterated  that  she  had  forgotten 
all  about  her  children,  and  the  only  trace  of  memory  or 
intelligence  she  manifested  was  her  ability  to  pronounce 
her  own  Christian  name  in  an  abbreviated  form.  She 
continued  long  in  this  apparently  hopeless  state,  from 
which  she  slowly  emerged  through  the  persevering  efforts 
of  the  attendant  in  charge  of  the  ward,  who  succeeded  in 
getting  her  to  engage  in  employment,  and  to  whose 
moral  influence  her  recovery  was  chiefly  attributable. 
The  other  was  a  male  patient,  a  typical  case  of  General 
Paralysis,  admitted  in  a  state  of  acute  mania,  who  exhi¬ 
bited  in  an  unmistakable  manner  both  the  mental  and 
physical  symptoms  of  that  almost  invariably  incurable 
form  of  cerebro-spinal  disease.  He  continued  in  this 
state  nearly  three  months,  when  his  maniacal  and  delusive 
symptoms  began  to  abate ;  and  in  three  months  longer 
he  became  convalescent.  From  the  nature  of  his  disease 
his  apparent  recovery  was  looked  upon  as  merely  tem¬ 
porary  amelioration  ;  but  having  continued  quite  well 
during  another  period  of  four  months’  duration,  he  was 
discharged  ten  months  after  admission  to  all  appearance 
quite  recovered.  There  was  nothing  special  in  regard  to 
the  medical  treatment  of  this  case,  but  had  any  of  those 
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drugs  been  employed  which  lately  have  been  lauded  as 
exerting  a  specific  influence  on  this  intractable  disease, 
they  would  doubtless  have  been  credited  with  what  was 
no  other  than  a  case  of  spontaneous  recovery. 

In  regard  to  the  patients  discharged  but  not  recovered, 
7  were  discharged  relieved,  and  29  as  not  improved.  Of 
the  former,  three  were  removed  to  other  asylums,  one 
through  becoming  chargeable  to  an  out-county  Union, 
and  two  to  be  placed  under  care  as  private  patients. 
Two  of  the  remainder  were  females,  who  on  urgent  soli¬ 
citation  of  their  husbands  were  discharged  on  probation, 
to  be  taken  charge  of  at  their  own  homes  ;  and  two  were 
males,  also  discharged  on  probation;  one  of  the  latter 
being  a  boy  ten  years  of  age,  who  though  improved  men¬ 
tally  had  lapsed  into  a  helpless  state  from  paralysis  of 
the  lower  extremities.  The  large  number  discharged  not 
improved  was  owing  to  the  transfer  under  contract,  on 
the  9th  of  August,  of  20  patients,  ten  of  each  sex,  to  the 
Sussex  Asylum  at  Hayward’s  Heath  ;  and  a  vacancy 
having  afterwards  occurred  by  the  death  of  one  of  the 
male  patients,  another  was  afterwards  transferred  to  make 
up  the  stipulated  number.  One  female  was  likewise 
removed  to  a  private  asylum  by  her  friends,  and  five 
males  and  two  females  were  transferred  in  the  course  of 
the  year  to  fill  up  vacancies  that  had  occurred  for 
Berkshire  patients  at  Littlemore  Asylum. 

With  respect  to  the  deaths  and  death-rate  of  the  past 
year,  it  is  satisfactory  to  observe  that,  as  compared  with 
the  corresponding  results  of  the  preceding  twelve  months, 
there  has  been  a  diminution  both  in  the  number  of 
deaths  and  in  the  rate  of  mortality,  as  calculated  either 
upon  the  average  number  resident  or  on  the  total  num¬ 
ber  submitted  to  treatment,  and  that  the  death-rate  has 
been  lower  than  that  recorded  of  any  year  since  the 
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opening  of  the  asylum.  The  percentage  of  deaths  to 
the  daily  average  number  resident  is  8 ’8  2,  and  upon  the 
total  number  under  treatment  6*87,  as  compared  with 
10*65  and  8*18,  the  corresponding  ratios  for  the  previous 
year.  That  this  rate  of  mortality  is  considerably  below 
the  average  is  evident  on  comparison  with  the  results 
derived  from  an  average  of  similar  ratios  obtained  by  the 
Commissioners  in  Lunacy  from  the  English  Borough  and 
County  Asylums  for  the  year  1876,  which  for  the  daily 
average  number  resident  was  10*60,  and  upon  the  total 
number  treated  8*19.  As  regards  the  causes  of  death  it 
will  be  seen  on  reference  to  the  tabular  statement  that 
more  than  one-half  are  comprised  under  cerebro-spinal 
disease,  including  three  cases  of  Apoplexy  and  five  of 
General  Paralysis.  Thoracic  disease  is  only  represented 
by  one  case  of  Phthisis,  and  disease  of  the  abdominal 
organs  by  five  cases  of  Diarrhoea.  Of  the  remainder,  there 
is  one  case  of  Epileptic  Asphyxia,  one  of  Acute  Pheuma- 
tism,  and  four  are  grouped  under  Senile  Decay.  It  may 
be  remarked  in  reference  to  the  unusual  number  of  fatal 
cases  of  diarrhoea  that  several  of  the  patients  who  suc¬ 
cumbed  to  this  disease  had  reached  an  advanced  period 
of  life,  and  had  been  for  a  long  time  prior  to  death  in  a 
very  debilitated  state.  The  case  of  death  due  to  epileptic 
asphyxia  was  the  only  one  which  became  the  subject  of 
inquiry  by  the  Coroner.  It  was  that  of  a  male  epileptic 
who  slept  in  a  dormitory,  and  was  found  dead  in  bed 
lying  on  his  face,  with  signs  of  having  expired  during  a 
fit.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  to  the  effect  that  he  had 
apparently  been  seized  with  an  epileptic  fit  and  suffocated 
by  lying  on  his  face. 

The  general  health  of  the  patients  and  the  hygienic 
condition  of  the  Asylum,  which  were  not  satisfactory  ' 
during  the  early  months  of  the  year,  began  to  improve

about  the  beginning  of  the  second  quarter,  but  fell  back 
again  at  midsummer,  when  several  severe  cases  of 
erysipelas  appeared.  These  were  of  traumatic  origin, 
but  the  initial  lesions  were  of  a  trivial  character,  and  in 
two  instances  consisted  of  slight  injuries  received  by  the 
patients  prior  to  admission.  The  imperfect  hygienic 
state  of  the  asylum,  which  was  manifested  by  the  occur¬ 
rence  of  at  least  one  case  of  enteric  fever  and  the  preva¬ 
lence  of  diarrhoea,  which  in  two  cases  assumed  a  dysenteric 
type,  was  no  doubt  mainly,  if  not  entirely,  due  to  over¬ 
crowding,  as  the  asylum  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
contained  20  patients  in  excess  of  the  number  for  whom 
accommodation  had  originally  been  provided,  and  this 
extra  number  gradually  increased  until  it  reached  the 
maximum  of  35  on  the  6th  of  July.  Under  such  circum¬ 
stances  the  reduction  of  the  number  resident  in  the 
asylum  by  the  transfer  of  a  number  of  patients  to  another 
establishment  became  imperatively  necessary  to  maintain 
the  asylum  in  a  proper  hygienic  state.  Accordingly,  a 
favourable  opportunity  having  occurred,  advantage  was 
taken  of  it,  and,  as  already  mentioned,  20  patients  were 
transferred  to  the  Sussex  Asylum  on  the  9th  of  August. 
The  removal  of  those  patients  afforded  great  relief  to  the 
overcrowded  wards,  and  was  followed  by  a  manifest 
improvement  in  the  general  health  of  the  inmates,  which 
continued  satisfactory  during  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

The  general  treatment  of  the  patients,  which  has  been 
conducted  on  the  same  principles  as  in  former  years, 
has  not  been  characterised  by  any  notable  variation  in 
the  means  employed,  either  medical  or  moral,  and  if  an 
increase  in  the  percentage  of  recoveries  and  a  decrease  in 
the  death-rate  be  taken  as  a  criterion,  the  result  of  the 
year’s  proceedings  may  be  viewed  as  successful.  After 
the  exceptional  experience  of  the  previous  year,  in  re- 
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gard  to  the  use  of  mechanical  restraint  in  several  instan¬ 
ces  for  surgical  purposes,  it  may  he  as  well  to  state  that 
no  mechanical  restraint  has  been  had  recourse  to  during 
the  year,  and  that  seclusion  has  been  very  rarely  em¬ 
ployed.  Great  attention  continues  to  be  devoted  to  the 
promotion  of  industrial  occupation  as  being  one  of  the 
most  potent  means  that  can  be  adopted  for  the  cure  or 
amelioration  of  mental  disease.  The  numbers  employed 
have  consequently  been  fully  up  to,  and  occasionally  in 
excess  of,  the  standard  of  previous  years,  and  the  indi¬ 
vidual  cases  that  have  been  benefited  in  this  way  have 
never  been  more  numerous  or  remarkable.  In  addition 
to  the  regular  farm  and  garden  work  at  which  an  average 
of  fifty  patients  have  been  daily  employed,  a  few  minor 
improvements,  in  the  way  of  planting  and  road-making, 
have  been  effected.  The  amusements  for  the  recreation 
of  the  patients  have  likewise  been  well  sustained  during 
the  year.  The  fortnightly  entertainments,  comprising 
dancing,  interspersed  with  vocal  music,  and  occasional 
superior  dramatic  performances,  have  afibrded  much 
gratification  to  a  large  section  of  the  inmates,  while 
during  the  summer  months  several  enjoyable  out-door 
entertainments  agreeably  diversified  the  programme. 
The  plot  of  recreation  ground  recently  formed  in  front 
of  the  asylum  was  brought  into  requisition  early  in  the 
summer,  and  has  been  found  to  be  a  valuable  acquisition 
by  enabling  numbers  of  the  male  patients  to  join  in  the 
game  of  cricket  every  evening  when  the  weather  was 
fine,  while  it  also  formed  an  attractive  lounge  for  many, 
who,  though  unable  to  play,  were  interested  spectators  of 
the  game. 

Under  the  head  of  repairs  and  improvements,  the  prin¬ 
cipal  work  performed  during  the  year  has  consisted  of 
painting  the  exterior  wood  and  iron-work  of  the  north 
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block,  cottages  and  farm  buildings,  and  extensively  in  the 
interior  of  the  asylum.  All  the  dormitories  are  now 
painted  with  Woolfall’s  patent  composition  to  a  height 
of  five  feet,  surmounted  by  a  coloured  border,  which,  in 
addition  to  increasing  their  cheerful  aspect,  has  been 
found  very  advantageous  in  other  respects.  The  walls 
and  ceilings  of  the  whole  interior  of  the  asylum  occu¬ 
pied  by  patients  were  renovated  during  the  year  by  lime¬ 
washing,  whitening,  or  re-painting.  The  heating  appa¬ 
ratus  at  the  chapel  has  been  altered  and  rendered  more 
efficient  ;  the  ventilation  of  the  drying-closets  in  the 
laundry  has  been  improved,  and  rain-water  has  been  laid 
on  to  the  feed-cistern  in  the  large  boiler-house  for  occa¬ 
sional  use  in  the  large  boilers.  The  latter  has  proved  to 
be  a  simple  and  effective  remedy  in  preventing  the  exten¬ 
sive  calcareous  incrustations  which  previously  formed  on 
the  interior  of  the  large  boilers,  and  which  were  a 
perpetual  source  of  difficulty  and  annoyance,  besides 
acting  as  a  great  drawback  to  the  steam-producing 
power  of  the  fuel  employed. 

The  annual  inspection  of  the  Asylum  was  made  on  the 
5th  of  December  by  two  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy, 
who,  in  their  report  upon  the  condition  of  the  asylum  at 
the  date  of  their  visit,  were  pleased  to  state  that  they 
had  a  very  good  report  to  make,  both  as  regards  the  con¬ 
duct  and  personal  condition  of  the  patients,  and  an 
equally  favourable  account  to  give  of  the  state  of  the 
bedding ;  while  they  considered  the  general  state  of  the 
wards  to  be  very  creditable,  and  the  food  served  at  dinner 
both  good  and  abundant. 

There  has  been  one  change  in  the  official  staff  in  the 
course  of  the  year,  which  was  produced  by  the  much- 
regretted  resignation  of  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  Dr. 
Harvey,  who  was  held  in  high  esteem  by  all  classes,  and 
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had  invariably  performed  his  manifold  duties  with  great 
zeal  and  ability.  The  loss  of  his  valuable  services  was, 
however,  modified  by  the  fortunate  selection  of  his  suc¬ 
cessor,  Dr.  Barron,  who  was  appointed  to  the  vacant  office 
in  April,  and  has  since  proved  to  be  a  very  efficient  and 
agreeable  colleague. 

The  various  tentative  schemes  and  plans  for  the  exten¬ 
sion  of  the  asylum  have  had  much  time  and  thought 
bestowed  on  their  relative  merits,  and  although  consider¬ 
able  delay  occurred  prior  to  the  final  selection  of  a  plan 
approved  by  all  parties,  yet  it  will  be  found  that  this 
delay  has  been  in  great  measure  compensated  by  the 
greater  completeness  and  adaptability  of  the  plans 
selected,  as  a  scheme  of  such  magnitude,  involving  alte¬ 
ration  and  enlargement  of  every  department  in  the 
asylum,  was  not  one  that  could  be  hastily  matured,  but 
required  both  time  and  deliberation  to  cope  successfully 
with  the  various  difficulties,  and  provide  for  all  the  special 
requirements  of  the  position. 

In  concluding  this  report  it  only  remains  for  the  Medi¬ 
cal  Superintendent  to  proffer  his  respectful  acknowledg¬ 
ments  to  the  Committee  of  Visitors,  and  to  reiterate  his 
previously-expressed  opinion  regarding  the  meritorious 
services  of  the  other  officials  with  whom  he  is  associated 
in  the  management  of  the  asylum.

chaplain's  report. 


To  the  Committee  of  Visitors  of  the  Moulsford 

Lunatic  Asylum, 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  now  been  more  than  a  clear  year  Chap¬ 
lain  of  this  asylum.  I  can  repeat  more  strongly  what  I 
had  the  pleasure  of  reporting  to  you  last  year  after  a 
month  or  twos  tenure  of  my  office — the  invariable  polite¬ 
ness  and  readiness  to  aid  and  help  me  which  I  meet  with, 
and  which  I  again  hereby  thankfully  recognise. 

I  am  tolerably  familiar  now  with  a  great  number  of 
the  patients,  many  of  whom,  it  is  pleasant  to  feel,  seem 
to  receive  me  with,  I  may  say,  affection  and  confidence. 
I  am  not  the  first  to  notice  how  correct  and  right  the 
religious  sense  remains  in  the  midst  of  clouds  and  mani¬ 
fold  delusions.  Some  cases  are  very  interesting,  but  it 
would  not  be  well  in  me  to  detail  them. 

The  male  patients  have  varied  in  numbers  in  chapel  on 
Sundays  between  82  and  98  in  the  mornings,  between  73 
and  97  in  the  evenings.  The  females  have  varied  between 
78  and  105  in  the  mornings,  and  between  68  and  97  in 
the  evenings. 

The  conduct  in  chapel  has  been  devout  and  irreproach¬ 
able.  I  have  noticed  two  or  three  of  those  who  have 
been  most  restless  and  noisy  in  the  wards  perfectly  quiet 
and  placid  during  all  the  chapel  service. 

The  Communicants  have  varied  between  24  and  81, 
about  a  quarter  of  these  being  males.

The  morning  prayer  and  hymn  n  the  Dining-hall  are 
a  great  comfort  and  advantage  to  many.  During  the 
winter  season  several  have  to  he  deprived  of  these  by  the 
curtailment  of  room ;  when  the  contemplated  Recreation- 
hall  is  in  existence  this,  as  well  as  other  inconveniences, 
will  disappear.  We  are  all  made  cheerful  again  by  the 
recent  re-appointment  of  a  regular  paid  Harmonium 
player.  For  a  long  time  we  were  without  any  musical 
accompaniment,  and  we  could  only  sing  a  few  hymns ; 
and  although,  as  I  have  remarked,  the  conduct  was  irre¬ 
proachable  in  times  of  service,  yet  dulness  and  heaviness 
became  more  and  more  noticeable.  The  change  is  most 
marked ;  interested  cheerfulness  and  general  satisfaction 
are  now  obvious  at  a  glance. 

I  do  trust  that  the  Committee  will  feel  themselves  at 
liberty  to  entertain  an  application  for  a  suitable  Organ 
or  Organ-Harmonium  of  greater  power  when  the  Chapel 
is  enlarged. 

The  funerals  have  been  20  (the  same  in  number  as 
those  of  the  previous  year),  in  Cholsey  churchyard. 

I  beg  to  take  this  opportunity  of  reporting  to  the 
Committee  that  the  Rey.  E.  M.  David  has  closed  his 
engagement  with  me,  and  that  the  Rev.  Andrew  Oliver 
Taylor  has  become  Assistant-Curate  of  Cholsey.
